The Floralia was celebrated 
from April 28 to May 2. It in-

Chaucer; an old English poet, 
told of people going in the early 
morning of May Day “to fetch 
the flowers fresh.” At such times, 
horns were blown, and young 
people would sing, laugh and 
make merry. 

The Maypole custom goes back 
several centuries. Ip 1661 a huge 
Maypole — probably the largest 
ever used—was set up in London. 
It was 121 feet high, and was put 
in place by a band of sailors 
under order of the Lord High 
Admiral. The pole stood for 
many years, but was at last sold 
to Sir Isaac Newton.. Newton 
used it as a prop for a telescope 
of great length. 

Youths and maidens dance 
around a Maypole, singing while 
théy dance. ‘This custoni has 
been followed in the present Geri- 
tury, but has not been common 
during the past 20 years. 

A picture from the time of 
Shakespeare shows a Maypole 
with the words “A Mery May” at 
the top. . In those days people 
Spelled the word “merry” with 
only one “r.” 

In folklore, Robin Hood and 
his mien have played a part in 
May Day customs.

Dr. J. Elmer Gotwals, chief of 
staff at the hospital, said the 
mother was Mrs. Mary Stierly, 
24, of Audubon, Pa., whose hus- 
band was killed two months ago 
in a motorcycle accident. 

Dr. Gotwals said the twins 
weighed 12. pounds and were 
joined at the pelvis although 
they were perfectly and separ- 
ately formed from the waist up. 

They never will walk, the 
physician said, and they never 
can be separated. If one dies, 
the other could not survive more 
than a few hours. 

He added that the twins have 
a single alimentary tract and that 
their inner legs are joined to. 
gether, terminating in a single 
foot-with only one toe. The outer 
legs are perfectly formed.

stoves, first-aid 
typical products of Canadian in- 
dustry ., . It was a striking dem- 
onstration of the excellence of 
Canadian craftsmanship.” 

On the day he visited the Mos- 
cow warehouse Mr. Wilgress 
learned that they had already 
received from the Canadian Aid 
to Russia Fund, goods to the 
value of $2,311,000. 

“The bookkeeper, Mr. Kaha, 
who spoke excellent English, read 
out to us details of the goods al- 
ready received from Canada,” Mr, 
Wilgress wrote. “These included 
5,728 bales of old clothing of a 
total value of $1,267,000; 4,793 
bales of tents valued at $342,000; 
3,282 bales of hospital goods, in- 
cluding sheets, of a value of $534,- 
000; 2,819 boxes of vegetable and 
wheat seeds valued at $35,000, 
and 100 cases of flint lighters 
valued at $133,000. It was also 
mentioned that 4,000 wrist 
watches had been received from 
Canada and had already been dis- 
tributed to officers of the Red 
Army. 

“Besides the warehouses we in- 
spected in Moscow, relief supplies 
are also stored, sorted and distri- 
buted from warehouses at Tiflis, 
Vladivostok, Astrakhan, Gorki, 
Kharkgy, Poltava and Stalin- 
grad.”
